To prepare for possible court use and to refresh, my mind, I scanned 
your 544 Damp file. The copy you provided consists ofsrthe itemization of 10/26/69 
plus a thre* -page memo of 12/26/69. while have no reason to presume you do, I am 
asking if you have added anything since then? In connection with iferrie, I hiay 
find relevance, for that was also Ferrie's address, 

have you ever checked the Poliak files to s ee if he had or suspected 
anything? Or have you ever found any indication the Commission had a copy of 
the N.O.B.D. Intelligence u nit file? have you proof the FBI dad the entire file'? 

Or the Secret Service? It is not conceivable that they didn't, but I recall no ■ 
proof nor any reference to it or access to it in the testimony. 

While I hove never indicated otherwise publicly, I have also never 
been completely persuaded the sole FBI reason for getting so up tight about this 
address was their knowledge CRC had been there. 

Ana in all of this, fe t us not lose sight of the unreported fact, that 
deB attended meeting with Ferrie, often and regularly. 

Nor is there reason to believe two of the things you discovered nave to 
be unrelated to this: 


The FBI insistence the SS get out of the literature investigation 
Alker's false representation to SS that the FBI had done a 
really thorough investigation. 

The effort to withhold the early deB report is consistent uL th the 
inferences obviously to be drawn. 

One thing that always made me wonder is why the FBI didn't do what I did, 
show pictures of those known or suspected of having an Oswald connection to Tones 
and Silver. The answer I gave myself is that when they were intent on framing Oswald, 
why further endanger the frame. But is may also be they knew who had gotten the 
handbills. 


And remember, after I testified before the grand jury, deB was suddenly 
cut of New Orleans ari stayed out. J.G. couldn't reach him. he tried. 

Have you ever asked yourself why he, not Kaack, was sent to Dallas immed- 
iately? i.hy he, not Kaack, did the post-8/s/63 work? Thy it took e month for the 
1H0 files to get to Dellas from N.O. after it was requested? D'hy ne said tnere were 
two men in tae lit. diet., whereas all t-eir information is that there were three, 

La.0 and two others. H ve n the identification of the SS copy of the Y.USU film says 
this, although it snows byt LHO and Steele. 


There are so many things, from L.A. and Grand Prairie eastward...
